care about a good common school- 
ing. 
•*S"Longan,"nead of a •15-miIlion-dol- 
lar newspaper though a non-college 
man, is no more an exception than 
are the thousands of lads who went 
to college and then failed. Ultimate 
success or failure rests with the 
individual, and not his schooling. 
But it will always be necessary in 
this democracy of ours to insist 
first on a sound high school educa- 
tion, knowing that from there on a 
good boy will make his own way— 
with college or without.
